To  the  Honourable 

The  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue. 

Sir,—  -I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  on  the  inspection  of 
weights  and  measures,  gas  and  electric  light,  with  the  usual  statements  in  connection 
therewith,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1905. 

1.  The  total  revenue  collected  during  the  year  for  the  inspection  of  weights  and 
measures,  was  $65,088.33,  as  against  $66,355.19  collected  during  the  year  ended  June 
30,  1904. 

2.  The  total  expenditure  was  $90,875.87  as  against  $84,768.82  expended  during 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1904. 

3.  Appendix  '  A'  gives  a  summary  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
each  inspection  division. 

4.  In  Appendices  'B,'  '  C  '  and  '  D  '  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  weights, 
measures  and  weighing  machines  presented  for  verification,  verified  and  rejected  during 
the  year.    The  number  of  all  descriptions  may  be  summarily  stated  as  follows  : —

6.  The  total  expenses  were  $26,044.79,  as  against  $25,379.15  expended  during  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1904.

The  kindred  service  of  weights  and  measures  inspection,  it  will  be  observed,  earns 
slightly  over  70  per  cent  of  its  actual  cost,  the  expenditure  as  already  stated  having 
been  $90,875.87  against  a  revenue  of  $65,088.33. 

Sample  sets  of  metric  weights  and  measures  are  still  being  supplied  to  educational 
institutions  throughout  the  country.  Up  to  the  present  time  neai'ly  500  of  these  sets 
have  been  sent  out  from  the  Department.
